his liberty Mr. Patterson aud his wife 
d iv id ed up the household effects, an d 
he d isposed of his share for a cash 
con sid eration aud proceed ed to get 
gloriously full on the stren gth of 
the sale. 
H e spen t that n ight in the 
city jail, an d when he was brought 
before Ja d g e Ald erman y esterd ay 
morn in g he was m a pen iten t mood 
an d d eclared if the jud g e would 
giv e 
him 
on e 
more 
chan ce 
he 
would promise n ev er to take an other 
d rin k. 
Late in the aftern oon he wen t to 
the M cFad d en D rug Co’s store on 
Fron t street, an d called for an oun ce 
of lan d an um statin g that he wan ted 
to make some horse lin imen t of it, an d 
after some question in g he was requir­ 
ed to sigu the register aad receiv ed 
his d rug. 
H e wen t from the d rug 
store to the build in g which he was 
accused of firin g aud there took the 
en tire con ten ts of the bottle, but he 
was d iscov ered in time to sav e his life. 
He stated that his trouble was more 
than he could bear.

Wheelmen al­ 
so have their rights.

The 
premium list has been revised with a 
generous hand, the amounts offered 
having been materially increased. As 
an example, the premiums offered for 
creamery butter have been increased 
from 1140 to 1250, and the premium 
for the best county exhibit is $1,200, 
an increase over last year of $500. 
Fine programmes of entertainment in 
the way of races, concerts, oUl, have 
been arranged, and altogether it 
promises to be the greatest of all 
state fairs. 


Mosquito Bits sn Accident. 
Kentucky comes to the front with 
an insurance case that for novelty 
breaks the record, says the Journal- 
Press. A Mr. Omberg carried an ac­ 
cident polity for $5,000, and the 
evidence shows that his death was 
caused by the bite of a mosquito. 
The lower court held that this was 
not an accident, but the court of ap­ 
peals held that the bite of a mosquito 
was ad accident, and ordered a judg­ 
ment against the insurance company 
in favor of the widowed Bailie. 
The 
court of appeals is acquainted with 
Kentucky mosquitoes, aud hereafter 
accident insurance will be pepular in 
New Jersey as well as in the state of 
Henry Clay. 


Sit Up. 
Au expert bicyclist says the moat of 
the accidents from bicycling might be 
avoided if the bicycle riders, to whom 
or by whom these mishaps occur, had 
sat up, says th# Minneapolis Timas. 
There is too much nding, he says with 
low handle bars and heads dowD. 
There is too much riding for show 
and speed. There is too much riding 
by young men who are selfish and 
inconsiderate and who have not ac­ 
quainted themselves with the rules of 
the road. The majority of wheelmen 
will agree to this, because they are, as 
a class, temperate in their pleasures 
and do not ride so much for the sake 
of seeing the wheel go round as they 
do for tho purpose of seeiug the scen­ 
ery, enjoying the sunshine, getting a 
breath of pure air and securing so ap­ 
petite f >r dinner. Enjoyment of this 
rational kind is denied to those who 
hump themselves over their wheels so 
that they can neither see ahead nor 
around, and who cannot even-breathe 
comfortable in their confined and un- 
nataral altitude. They ought to club 
together and hire a hall, or fenoe off 
a field, that shall be devoted to exhi­ 
bitions of themselves.

Wm. Patterson took an ounce of 
laudanum last evening with the in­ 
tention of suicide, but wae prevented 
from dying by the timely arrival of a 
physician. 
Mr. Patterson, who is 
commonly known as uBilly,'' has been 
in considerable trouble lately, and ho 
evidently thought his burdens were 
too hard to boar and that it would bo 
easier to lie down and die than to 
straggle along. Some days ago ha 
was arrested, charged with setting 
fire to a building in East Brainerd, 
and at the examination it was dis­ 
covered that the treuble was of a 
domestic nature, the claim being 
made by his wife that ha had burned 
up her clothes because she would not 
come home. 
The examination re­

•is own recognizance. After securing 
his liberty Mr. Patterson and his wife 
divided ap the household effects, and 
ie disposed of his share for a cash 
consideration aud proceeded to get 
gloriously full on the strength of 
tho sale. 
He spent that night in tho 
eitj jail, and when he wae brought 
Rofore Judge Alderman yesterday 
morning ho was in a penitent mood 
and declared if the judge would 
give him 
one more chenet ho 
would promise never to take anotker 
drink. 
Late in the afternoon he went to 
the McFadden Drug (Jo’s store on 
Front street, and called for an ounce 
of landanum stating that he wanted 
to make some horse liniment of it, and 
after some qnestioning he was requir­ 
ed to sign the register sad received 
tis drag. He went from the drag 
store to the building which he was 
accused of firing and there took the 
entire contents of the bottle, but he 
was discovered in time to save his life. 
Ie stated that his trouble wae more 
than he coaid bear. 


Looking For Stolen Cettle. 
Sheriff Hider, of Little Fella, was 
ie Brainerd Monday, trying to got 
traok of a number of cattle that had 
been stolen from a Morrison county 
'armer on Sunday. The Transcript 
says of the matter:

Had he gqno up 
Monday night, when summoned, 
Sheriff Bider would have found the 
lerd, and if bis cattle had been in it 
they would have been returned to him. 
But he chose rather to wait tweuty- 
'our hours and allow the men to get 
still farther away. The cattlemen, it 
is said, were headed for Dakota wi th 
their stock.

William MacKenzie, a well known 
old character who hangs around the 
refuge for the homeless unemployed 
In the north end, hobnobbed with 
royalty when he was a boy and 
wore kilts. Add to that he was once 
kissed by a princess, and an imagi­ 
native mind hangs a halo about him. 
It is not every ordinary boy who is 
caressed by a princess. Princesses 
don’t kiss ugly little boys everyday 
and give them presents. The prin­ 
cess who was a friend of this par­ 
ticular hero of this tale of fact, not 
fiction, is no less than the mother of 
the present emperor of Germany. 
She was 18 years old when this hap­ 
pened, and ifs buttons to boots she 
has to be more careful, dignified and 
all that now. 
William MacKenzie^ family lived 
within a short distance of Balmoral 
castle, Scotland, and Queen Victoria 
and ber daughters used to visit at 
his house, and little Willie was the 
especial pet of Princess Victoria 
Adelaide. That boy is an old man 
now—he has neither chick nor child 
of his own—and he has almost for­ 
gotten the occurrence. He remem­ 
bers well, however, that Victoria 
Adelaide was a very lovejy lady, and 
she brought him a bushel of toys. 
Willie was lucky as a boy, but as a 
man the last few years he has been 
in America he has been down on his 
luck. 
All he says is that “thingB 
are different here. ” 
So the fact that he has been so 
near the queen of England is not 
of much advantage now in getting a 
job or a meal. MacKenzie is a man 
who doesn’t like to talk about his 
life or his past. “There is naught 
to be ashamed of, though,” he said 
to The Telegram representative who 
begged him to talk. One would think 
otherwise when they saw his honest 
face. MacKenzie belongs to the large 
order of unfortunates cast hither and 
thither on the flotsam of the human 
tide. He has a brother living near 
Portland. 
"On Halloween nights and holi­ 
days, ” said he reminiscently, "when 
the queen was at Crathie parish, we 
always had a grand time.” 
His face glowed as he thought ot 
home. "There would be a proces­ 
sion, sometimes a mile long. The 
pipers would be at the head. Then 
came the queen and all the rest of 
the people in line carrying torches 
and singing. Afterward we’d have 
a dance.

farmers, 
says 
I Chambers’ Journal. 
A short descrip- 
| tion of one of these baboon hunts may 
be of interest to readers in the mother 
country, and will g ive them an idea of 
some of the outdoor 
experiences 
of 
i their colonial cousins in farming dis­ 
tricts between Cape Town and the Vaal 
river. The special character of baboon 
j hunting is derived from the fact that 
baboons are g enerally found 
in larg o 
troops, numbering up to eig hty or 1U0 
j or more. In some of the karroo farms 
| of the Sneeuwberg and Compass Berg 
rang es in the Midland districts of thu 
colony, for instance, the rooky krantzea 
| and kopjes covered 
with 
bush 
and 
bowlders are often infested by such 
j troops. So long as they are left undis­ 
turbed in their strong holds, 
so long 
must the farmer be content to see the 
tale of his losses in stock g row big g er 
every day. 
Sing le-handed not much 
can be done, for baboons are difficult 
to approach, and If surprised at close 
q uarters they have a g ood idea of de­ 
fending themselves with larg e stones. 
It is one of the farmer’s most tantaliz­ 
ing experiences to stand at the door of 
his homestead, g un in hand, and see 
the baboons just out of rang e on the 
rocky sky line a few hundred yards 
away—now spring ing on all fours like 
a larg e dog , now sq uatting on 
their 
haunches 
like a 
Bushman—and 
to 
know that the cunning lieasts are just 
watching till his back is turned that 
they may seize their opportunity to 
swoop down and raid his flocks. Their 
predatory methods, too, are revolting - 
ly cruel and "baboon handled” stock 
can always he recog nized at a g lance. 
They will attack cattle, tearing the ud­ 
ders away with their long , powerful 
hands, and sheep and g oats are often 
found by the herdsman 
with 
their 
hindq uarters stripped of the flesh rig ht 
to the bone and left to die in slow tor­ 
ture. 
Moreover, the baboon is no respecter 
of persons, and the costly 
imported 
“long wool” or the 
priceless 
Ang ora 
may fall a victim no less than the com­ 
mon Cape "hamel” or "eapater,” which 
would only fetch a half sovereig n or so 
at the market in Cradock or Graaff- 
Keinet. 
These facts are mentioned to show 
that the farmer has little cause to love 
baboons and that it is to the Interest of 
those who suffer from the raids of these 
merciless freebooters to 
combine 
In 
force, so as to kill off as many of the 
common enemy at each coup de main 
as possible.

In the old d„ys. vvnich many of out 
still active practitioners well remem­ 
ber, the medical student woe reg isterej 
with a practicing physician, who mor« - 
or l« *ss intellig ently directed his read 
ing and sometimes took him ou hi* 
rounds as a sort of private assistant 
g iving him htful g limpses of patients 
says the i'olutnbia University Bulletin 
He attend« *« ! rarely 
three, sometime* 
two, often only one. course of lectures 
in a medical school, hearing the sain* 
lectures over ag ain ea« *h year. The only 
tiling which he ever learned actually 
t«> do with his fing ers in the tnediea 
school was to dissect the dead subject 
and here his experience was not usual 
iy larg e. 
He made careful uot« © oi 
many "views" reg ardiug iltsease and it.» 
nature, and usually stepped out ui>or 
the urcua with a g eneral idea that dis 
ease was a "thing ” which g « >t Into tin 
bodies of certain unfortunate 
people 
and which he was to « Irlve out, if h« 
<ouId, with s« jme one or more of 1« 1» 
preceptor's prescriptions, which lie hac 
carefully copied in small compass n*ad>1 
for emerg encies. 
When he had discovered the propci 
name to attach to his patient's malady 
the r« *st was larg ely a matter of an al 
phabetical index of remedies and a cxla 
abiding of the conseq uences. 
It shoal» ' 
not be imag ined that the practitioner* 
of medicine in the old days were n©» 
essarily lacking in wide views, prac- 
tical knowledg e and g reat skill. 
But, 
when thie was the case it was usually 
owing to a training which they hac 
secured after and n« *t before they h«' 
came doctors of medicine. 
The medical colleg e consisted of a 
i g roup of medical men, who obtained a

I medica. patholog y, and the practice o 
I medicine, obstetrics and surg ery, Eaek 
day the student* sat upon hard benches 
i taking notes for dear life, while th« 
: subject matter of these themes was 1©( 
loose upon them in swift 
succession 
| for better or worse, throug h five Ions 
J hours. 
Perhaps there was a clinic it 
| the afternoon, perhaps not. There wen 
| no laboratories for practical work, el 
! ther of chemistry, physiolog y or hlstol 
! og y, and indepen« lent subjects were tin 
I known, A g reat many lectures, a littl« 
: dissecting , a few clinics, possibly som*

baboons are best dealt with in open 
warfare with the rifle and large baboon 
hunting 
parties 
are 
often 
formed 
among 
neighboring 
farmers, 
says 
Chambers’ Journal. 
A short descrip­ 
tion of one of these baboon bunts may 
be of interest to readers in the mother 
country, and will give them an idea of 
some of the outdoor experiences 
of 
their colonial cousins in farming dis­ 
tricts between Cape Town and the Vaal 
river. The special character of baboon 
hunting is derived from the fact that 
baboons are generally found in large 
troops, numbering up to eighty or IOO 
or more. In some of the karroo farms 
of the Sneeuwberg and Compass Berg 
ranges in the Midland districts of tin) 
colony, for instance, the rocky krantzes 
and kopjes covered 
with 
bush 
and 
bowlders are often infested by such 
troops. So long as they are left undis­ 
turbed in their strongholds, 
so long 
must the farmer be content to see the 
tale of his losses in stock grow bigger 
every day. 
Single-handed not much 
can be done, for baboons are difficult 
to approach, and lf surprised at close 
quarters they have a good idea of de­ 
fending themselves with large stones. 
It is one of the farmer’s most tantaliz­ 
ing experiences to stand at the door of 
his homestead, gun in hand, and see 
the baboons just out of range on the 
rocky sky line a few hundred yards 
away—now springing on all fours like 
a large dog, now squatting on 
their 
haunches 
like a 
Bushman—and 
to 
know that the cunning beasts are just 
watching till his back is turned that 
they may seize their opportunity to 
swoop down and raid his flocks. Their 
predatory methods, too, are revolting­ 
ly cruel and "baboon handled” stock 
can always be recognized at a glance. 
They will attack cattle, tearing the ud­ 
ders away with their long, powerful 
hands, and sheep and goats are often 
found by the herdsman 
with 
their 
hindquarters stripped of the flesh right 
to the bone and left to die in slow tor­ 
ture. 
Moreover, the baboon is no respecter 
of persons, and the costly 
imported 
"longwool” or the 
priceless 
Angora 
may fall a victim no less than the com­ 
mon Cape "hamel” or “capater,” which 
would only fetch a half sovereign or so 
at the market in Cradock or Graaff- 
Reinet. 
These facts are mentioned to show 
that the farmer has little cause to love 
baboons and that it is to the interest of 
those who suffer from the raids of these 
merciless freebooters to 
combine 
in 
force, so as to kill off as many of the 
common enemy at each coup de main 
aa possible.

A well-known ic .or is quoted thu3 
by the New York Advertiser: 
“I don’t know why an actor should 
think It necessary to dress in such a 
manner as to proclaim his profession 
to all who pass him on the street We 
often hear ‘He looks like an ac*.or,’ but 
rarely ‘He looks like an electrician,’ 
or ‘He looks like a banker.’ Now. it 
seems to me that, first and foremost, 
a man ought to try to look like a gen­ 
tleman. His business should not be 
stamped upon his face. There is no 
reason why aa actor or an artist should 
be a walking advertisement of his pro­ 
fession. Artists dornot think a velvet 
coat and long hair necessary to pro­ 
duce a canvas of merit, nor should 
enormous plaids and flashy jewels be 
part of the stock In trade of the rising 
young actor. 
"An actor should endeavor as much 
as possible to avoid things pertaining 
to the theater when his work is over. 
just as the banker turns from his busi­ 
ness as he leaves his office. 
He should 
mix as much as possible with people 
of other professions and with men of 
business and society. In this way he 
broadens his life, gets an idea of more 
than one phase of it and takes the rest 
from his work that he cannot get if 
surounded by others of his own pro­ 
fession. 
How can a man play a part 
in life of which he knows nothing? 
To put on a wig and speak the lines of 
the author is not sufficient. The Rialto 
has been the ruin of many a prominent 
actor. 
Let him go out into the side 
streets of the city or anywhere that he 
can study life—rather than mix con­ 
stantly with those that can tell him 
only what he already knows. 
“Many of our most successful paint­ 
ers are men who chose for their in­ 
tim ate friends writers, musicians and 
actors in preference to men who. like 
themselves, earn their living by their 
brush. 
They realize that by so doing 
they come in contact with people whose 
interests in life are different and who 
are often of the greatest possible as­ 
sistance to them. 
An actor or a writer 
may suggest to a painter au idea out 
of which grows the picture that will 
make his reputation. 
"All this is, of course, simply my 
opinion, 
and. like other 
individual 
opinions, may be entirely wrong; but 
it is an opinion that is shared by many 
prominent 
fetors, 
both 
here 
and 
abroad. The life of the English actor 
is in many cases a great improvement 
on ours. 
Many of the best profession­ 
als in London, an hour after the falling 
of the curtain, are miles away in the 
country. 
During the day 
they 
are 
gentlemen farmers, and spend their 
time surrounded by their horses and 
dogs, only taking the train to the city 
at the latest possible minute, just as 
any other man does who is in business. 
In this country, on the other hand, 
the roving life that is a necessity for­ 
bids a domestic life during the sea­ 
son, although there are a few well­ 
known actors that have quiet little 
homes within half an hour's ride of 
New York, where they are always to 
be found during the day when playing 
engagements in the city.”

They know absolutely 
nothing of the educated negroes of this 
country, with whom they do not come 
in contact 
Very few southern white 
people knoy that we have such schol­ 
arly men as*Greener, Crummell, Lang­ 
ston, 
BlSftdi. T. 
McCants Stewart, 
Bishops i^rnan# and Lee. Bowens, Cop­ 
pin, Reeves, F. J. Cr im he and Crog- 
man. who do not suffer by comparison 
with tli£ foremost scholars of the na­ 
tion; that we have thousands of young 
men who graduated from first-class col­ 
leges; that we have not a few men who 
graduated from the same colleges from 
which the greatest men of the nation 
graduated; that we have women whose 
literary and musical attainm ents 
are 
equal to those possessed by the most 
cultured white women of this country; 
that we have over a hundred authors 
whose writings could not be differen­ 
tiated from those of white authors by 
the most critical minds; that we have 
300 editors who compare favorably with 
their white peers in journalism. 
Nor 
do the southern whites put themselves 
to much trouble to gain information 
concerning the intellectual status of the 
negro. 
They will not visit our schools 
and other places where they could get 
some idea of the Intellectuality of the 
negro.

MEDICAL EDUCATION.

In the old duyrf, watch many of oui 
still active practitioners well 
remem­ 
ber, the medical student was registered 
with a practicing physician, who more 
or less intelligently directed his read­ 
ing and sometimes took him on hic 
rounds as a sort of private assistant, 
giving him fitful glimpses of patients, 
says the Columbia University Bulletin. 
He attended rarely 
three, sometimes 
two, often only one, course of lectures 
in a medical school, hearing the same 
lectures over again each year. The only 
thing which he ever learned actually 
to do with his fingers in the medical 
school was to dissect the dead subject 
and here his experience was not usual­ 
ly large. 
He made careful notes o! 
many “views” regarding disease and IL 
nature, and usually stepped out upon 
the arena with a general idea that dis 
ease was a “thing” which got into tilt 
bodies of certain unfoitnnate 
people 
and which he was to drive out, if he 
could, with some one or more of hit 
preceptor’s prescriptions, which he hac 
carefully copied in small compass ready 
for emergencies. 
When he had discovered the propel 
name to attach to his patient’s malady 
the rest was largely a m atter of an al­ 
phabetical index of remedies and a calli; 
abiding of the consequences. It should 
not be imagined that the practitioner* 
of medicine in the old days were nec­ 
essarily lacking in wide views, prac­ 
tical knowledge and great skill. 
But 
when this was the case it was usually 
owing to a training which they had 
secured after and not before they be j 
came doctors of medicine. 
The medical college consisted of 8 
group of medical men, who obtained s , 
charter, hired a building, partitioned of! 
among themselves the subjects whiel 
were deemed essential—anatomy, phys 
iology and possibly chemistry, materL 
medica, pathology, and the practice o! 
medicine, obstetrics and surgery. E a e t, 
day the students sat upon hard benches 
taking notes for dear life, while th< 
subject m atter of these themes was lei 
loose upon them in swift 
succession j 
for better or worse, through five loii| 
hours. 
Perhaps there was a clinic ic 
the afternoon, perhaps not. There were 
no laboratories for practical work, ei­ 
ther of chemistry, physiology or histol 
ogy, and independent subjects were un­ 
known. A great many lectures, a little 
dissecting, a few clinics, possibly som< 
quizzes, a final examination, and th* 
degree of M. D. was won.

At fo ur o ’clo ck 
y es­ 
terday mo rning two o f the craft enter­ 
ed the residence o f Heurv H. Barber, 
at 7 3 0 East S e re u tb street and secur­ 
ed $‘¿ 5 0 wo rth o f jewelry belo nging 
to Mrs. Barber. Due o f the burglars 
left a sho e and to o k away in its place, 
it is surmised, a bullet fro m Mr. Bar­ 
ber’s rev o lv er. 
At 4:15 y esterday morning Mr. Bar­ 
ber was arroused 
by a suspicious uoise 
downstairs. Securing his revolver.be 
crept to the window and threw it up 
just in time to see two men clad in 
their stocking feet, and one with an 
armful of clothes coming down the 
rear porch steps. 
Mr. Barber took careful aim at the 
first burg lar's back and tired. 
W ith 
a muflled “Oh!” the man fell to the 
g round. 
His companion ran to the 
side of the porch aud jumped off aud 
disappeared. 
Mr. Barber shouted for 
, help, aud the neig hborhood was arous­ 
ed and the ceutral patrol wag ou was 
called, with the sup{> 0 8 itiou that the 
burg lar who had beeu shot would lie 
found in the immediate vicinity . 
Officers aud citizens hunted about 
the locality , but could tiud no trace of 
either of the men, and the only clew 
to their identity was the shoe which 
one of them dropped. 
An ex amina­ 
tion showed that entrance to the hand­ 
some house had been effected by cut­ 
ting the screen of a pantry window, 
which bad beeu left open.

ex isting privileg es: To this end we 
pledg e ourselves to a strict observance 
of the followiug rules: 
1st. 
We will not ride our wheels 
o u any of the sidewalks within the 
turritory bounded by the N. P. K. It. 
tracks o n the north, Fifth street ou 
the west, and mill branch track on the 
seath and east, nor upon the sidewalks 
on the west side of Six th street iu 
front of the Arling ton Hotel property , 
nor upon the north side of Kindred 
street in East Brainerd (so called), 
from First avenue to Third avenue, 
nor upo n the south side of Front 
street from Third to Fifth streets. 
2nd. 
That we will not ride our 
wheels upon any sidewalk iu the city 
when it is too dark to see pedestrians 
and pass them safely and will at all 
times use the utmost care to avoid ac­ 
cidents or annoy ance to them. 
3rd. 
That we will not at any time 
at any place within said city ride 
at a hig h rate of speed when ap­ 
proaching aoy person or persons who 
may be walking or standing in or near 
our course, nor in passing children 
who may be so near to our course 
that they could possibly g et iu front 
of our wheel; and in all cases when 
such persons or ohildren do not seem 
to be aware of our approach or are in­ 
different thereto, we will dismount be­ 
fore reaching them so as to avoid all 
chance of collision, alway s bearing in 
mind that it is our place to keep out 
of their way and not theirs to keep 
out of our way . 
4th. We especially pledg e ourselves 
to use our most earnest endeavors 
to suppress reckless or fast riding 
within the city and w hen other means 
fail, see to it that ex isting laws are 
enforced ag ainst all offenders. 
5th. 
We further pledg e ourselves 
not to ride upon any 6idewalk of said 
city at a g reater rate of speed than 5 
miles per hour. 


After the reading of the rules Judg e 
Alderman and City Attorney Mc- 
Clenahan made some remarks on the 
subject, and each, 
as city officials, 
pledged themselv es to see that the 
o rdinances against 
reckless riding 
were strictly enfo rced, and the full 
penalty 
o f the 
law 
inflicted 
on 
o ffenders. 
This being the case it will 
go hard with any o ne o ffending. 
On motion a committee of three 
was appointed as follows to oonfer 
with the may or in reg ard to appoint­ 
ing two bicy cle police to serve with­ 
out pay from each ward to report all 
improper riding :

W ill Build s Bridge. 
A special meeting of the commis­ 
sio ners was held o n Tuesday mo rning 
to co nsider the questio n o f co nstruct­ 
ing practically a new bridge acro ss 
the Mississ.ppi.

ed to build au troo bridg e aud the 
auditor was instructed to advertise 
for bids.

MEETING OF WHEELMEN. 


Fest sud Bsofclsts Riding Cendeirned. 
•festal Pollee to he appointed. 


Ab per call published last week a 
meetiag of the wheelmen of the city 
was beld at the city park ca Tuesday 
availing. The meeting was called to 
order hy Judge Alderman, vice­ 
president of tho bicycle club, who 
issued the call. Mr. Alderman stated 
the object of tho meeting to bo the 
suppression of rockless riding, aad 
had read the following rales adopted 
hy the bicycle dab lad year, which 
will give wheel mea, who are Inclined 
to rid# recklessly about the oily, an 
idea of what their rights are: 
We recognize that under the ordi­ 
nances of this city, the use of side­ 
walks belongs exclusively to pedes­ 
trians and that riders of bicycles enjoy 
an exceptional privilege in ridin{ 
thereupon; these conditions demao 
that 
we impose upon ourselves 
aad rigidly observe such rules as will 
have a tendency Ie protect the 
rights of pedestrians and preserve our 
existing privileges: To this end we 
pledge ourselves to a strict observance 
of the following rules: 
1st. We will not ride our wheels 
on any of the sidewalks^within the 
territory bounded by the N. P. R. R. 
tracks on the north. Fifth street on 
the west, and mill branch track on the 
•eaih and east, nor upon the sidewalks 
oa the west side of Sixth street in 
front of the Arlington Hotel property, 
nor upon the north side of Kindred 
street in East Brainerd (so called), 
from First avenue to Third avenue, 
nor upon the south side of Front 
street from Third to Fifth streets. 
Ibid. That we will not ride our 
wheels upon any sidewalk in the eity 
whaa it is too dark to see pedestrians 
and pass them safely and will at all 
times use the utmost care to avoid ac­ 
cidents or annoyance to them. 
3rd. That we will not at any time 
at any plaoe within said city ride 
at a high rate of speed when ap­ 
proaching any person or persons who 
may ba walking or standing in or near 
our oourse, nor in passing children 
who may be so Bear to our oourse 
that they oould possibly get ic front 
of our wheel; and in all cases when 
such persons or ohildren do not seem 
to be aware of our approach or are in­ 
different thereto, we will dismount be­ 
fore reaching them so as to avoid all 
chanoe of collision, always bearing in 
mind that it is our place to keep out 
of their way aud not theirs to keep 
out of our way. 
4th. Weeepecially pledge ourselves 
to use cur most earnest endeavors 
to suppress reckless or fast riding 
within the oity and when other means 
fail, see to it that existing laws are 
enforced against all offenders. 
5th. We further pledge ourselves 
not to ride upon any sidewalk of said 
city at a greater rate of speed than 5 
miles per hour. 
After the reading of the rules Judge 
Alderman and City Attorney Mc- 
Cleoahan made some remarks on the 
subject, aud each, as city officials, 
pledged themselves to see that the 
ordinaaeee against reckless riding 
were strictly enforced, aud the full 
penalty of the law inflioted 
od 
offenders. This being the case it will 
go hard with anyone offending. 
On motion a committee of three 
was appointed as follows to confer 
with the mayor in regard to appoint­ 
ing two bicycle police to serve with­ 
out pay from each ward to report all 
improper riding: W. S. McClenahan, 
S. R. Adair and Dr. Hemstead.

LOST HER JEWELRY. 


A F orm er Brainard Lady the Victim of 
Burglars. 


Monday’s Minneapolis Timea con­ 
tains the following account of the loro 
of $250 worth of jewelry belonging to 
Mn. H. H. Barber, of Minneapolis, 
daughter of Mr. and Mn. Ii. P. White, 
of this city: 
Tho porMBkeooe nod tho activity of 
Minneapolis burglars is really some­ 
thing wonderful. At four o’olook yes­ 
terday Borning two of the craft enter­ 
ed the residence of Henry H. Barber, 
at 790 East Seventh street and secur­ 
ed $250 worth of jewelry belonging 
to Mn. Barber. One of the burglars 
left a shoe and took away in its place, 
it it surmised, a bullet from Mr. Bar­ 
ber’s revolver. 
At 4:15 yesterday morning Mr. Bar­ 
ber was arranged by a suspicious noise 
downstairs. Securing his revolver, he 
crept to the window and threw it up 
just iu time to see two men clad in 
their stocking feet, and one with an 
armful of clot baa coming down the 
rear porch steps. 
Mr. Barber took careful aim at the 
first burglar’s back aud fired. 
With 
a muffled “Oh!” the man fell to the 
ground. His companion ran to the 
side of the porch and jumped off aud 
disappeared. Mr. Barber shouted for 
help, and the neighborhood was arous­ 
ed and the central patrol wagon was 
called, with the supposition that the 
burglar who had been shot would be 
found in the immediate vicinity. 
Officers aud citizens hunted shout 
the locality, but could find do trace of 
either of the men, and the only clew 
to their identity was the shoe which 
one of them dropped. 
An examina­ 
tion showed that entrance to the hand­ 
some bouse had been effected by cut­ 
ting the Boreen of a pantry window, 
which had been left open. The burg­ 
lars came through the window aud 
ransacked the lower part of the house 
with leisure. 
Saturday night was the first night 
that Mrs. Barber, upon whom the loss 
falls very heavy, in that among the 
stolen jewelry was ber engagement 
ring, an unusually handsome diamond 
solitaire, has not hidden her jewelry. 
Her gold watch was in its case on the 
mantel. The burglars jerked it from 
its case, taking the watch and leaving 
the oase, which is of filled gold. 
In 
addition to Mrs. Barber’s engagement 
ring and watch the burglars secured 
five other rings; one set with turquoise 
and diamonds, one set with small dia­ 
monds and pearls, a ruby solitaire, a 
pearl solitaire, and a marquis and 
pearl. 
The bundle of Mr. Barber’s clothing 
which the thieves were carrying they 
dropped on the porch step at the re­ 
volver shot. From this clothing they 
secured a $1 bill. The police are in­ 
vestigating the case with but small 
hope, however, of recovering any of 
the stolen jewelry, which was of the 
best quality and very valuable.

Will Build s Bridge. 
A special meeting of the commis­ 
sioners was held on Tuesday morning 
to consider the question of construct­ 
ing practically a new bridge across 
the Mississippi. It was finally decid­ 
ed to build an iron bridge and the 
auditor was instructed to advertise 
for bids. The bridge is to be con­ 
structed wholly of iron and steel, and 
is to consist of three spans of 125 feet 
each. The foundation will be of the 
tubular steel variety and concrete, 
The deck must be at least 6 feet high­ 
er than the present bridge and of 3 
inch oak plank. There will be a side 
walk 8 feet wide aod a driveway of 24 
feet. The iron in the old bridge will 
be used, this action being necessary 
to make the improvements be classed 
as repairs, the commissioners not hav­ 
ing the power to build an entirely new 
bridge without submitting the ques­ 
tion to the people. The old approaches 
will also be used. The hill on the west 
bank will be graded down, so as to 
make a level approach to the structure. 
The cost is estimated to be about $10,- 
080, aod will be met by the issue of 
certificates of iadebtuess. 


Burned His House. 
The residence of Charles Bailey, 
at Crow Wing, was destroyed by fire 
on Tuesday, together with all the 
household goods and nearly all the 
bedding. 
Mr. Bailey and his son 
were at work in the field at the time 
the fire occurred, and when they ar­ 
rived it was too late to save anything 
of value, aud Mr. Bailey was struck 
by a quantity of brick from a falling 
chimney, which prevented him from 
doing anything towards getting oat 
the goods. 
The fire originated, it is 
supposed, 
from sparks from the 
kitchen chimney. 
Mr. Bailey and 
family had lived in the house which 
was burned for twenty years, and 
although nearly everything himself 
and family had in the way of personal 
effects, clothing, etc., was consumed, 
he is not discouraged, and will re­ 
build the place and start in new. 
Many of his friends have come to his 
assistance with contributions, and he 
feels truly thankful to them.

Under the Act of the Legislature of Minnesota for the preservation of 
forests and for the prevention and suppression of forest and prairie Urea, 
approved April 18th, 1895, 


The following are liable to a penalty not exceeding $ ioo or imprison- 
ment not exceeding three months: 


Any person refusing, without cause, to assist fire wardens io extinguishing 
forest or prairie fires. 


Any fire warden who neglects to perform his da; ie*. 


Any person who willfully, negligently or carelessly sets on ore, or causes 
to be set od fire, any woods, prairies or other combustible material 
thereby causing injury to another. 


Any person who shall kindle a fire, on or dangerously near to forest or 
prairie land aod leave it unquenched, or who shall be a party thereto* 


Any person who shall use other than incombustible fire wad* for firearm* 
or carry a naked torch, firebrand or other exposed light in or 
dangerously near to forest land. 


Any person who shall willfully or heedlessly deface, destroy or remove 
this or any other warning placard posted under the requirements of 
the above mentioned Act. 


Any railroad company willfully neglecting to provide efficient spark 
arresters on its engines; or to keep its right of way to the width of 
IOO feet cleared of combustible material; or which shall fail to comply 
with other provisions of Section 12, of the above mentioned Aet. 


The following are liable to a penalty of not less than $5 nor more 
than £50. 


Any railroad employe who willfully violates the provisions of Section 12, of 
the above mentioned Act. 


Any owner of threshing or other portable steam engine who neglects to 
have efficient spark arresters, or who shall deposit live coals or hot 
ashes without extinguishing the same. 


The following are liable to a penang not exoeeding $500 or imprison­ 
ment in tho state prison not over ten years, or both: 


Any parson who maliciously sets or causes to be set on fire any woods, 
prairie or other combustible material whereby the properly of another 
is destroyed and life is bacriticed.

An expert bicyclist says the most of 
the accidents from bicycling might be 
avoided if the bicycle riders, to whom 
or by whom these mishaps occur, had 
sat up, says the Minneapolis Times. 
There is too much riding, he says with 
low handle bars and heads dowD 
There is too much riding for show 
and speed. There is too much riding 
by young men who are selfish and 
inconsiderate and who have not ac­ 
quainted themselves with the rules of 
the road. 
The majority of wheelmen 
will agree to this, because they are, as 
a class, temperate in their pleasures 
and do not rule so much for the sake 
of seeing the wheel go round as they 
do for the purpose of seeiug the scen­ 
ery, enjoying the sunshine, getting a 
breath of pure air and securing an ap­ 
petite f ir dinner.

The annual report of the Bureau of

24.95 per cent in 1895 to 25.71 per cent 
last year.

W hile poison is m ost effectively used 
on South African farms against bur­ 
rowing creatures of the jackal 
kind, 
baboons are best dealt with in open 
warfare with the rifle and large baboon 
hunting 
parties 
are 
often 
formed 
am ong 
neighboring 
farmers, 
says 
Chambers’ Journal. 
A short descrip­ 
tion of one of these baboon hunts may 
be of interest to readers in the mother 
country, and will give them an idea of 
som e of the outdoor 
experiences 
of 
their colonial cousins in farming d is ­ 
tricts between Cape Town and the Vaal 
river. The special character of baboon 
; hunting is derived from the fact that 
; baboons are generally found 
in targe 
I troops, numbering up to eighty or 100 
* or more. 
In som e of the karroo farnt3 
| of the Sneeuwberg and Compass Berg 
ranges in the Midland districts of tho 
colony, for instance, the rocky krantzea 
; and kopjes covered 
with 
bush 
and 
I bowlders are often infested by such 
troops. 
So long as they are left undis­ 
turbed in their strongholds, 
so long 
must the farmer be content to see the 
tale of his losses in stock grow bigger 
every day. 
Single-handed not much 
can be done, for baboons are difficult 
to approach, and if surprised at close 
quarters they have a good idea of de­ 
fending them selves with large stones. 
It is one of the farm er’s most tantaliz­ 
ing experiences to stand at the door of 
his homestead, gun in hand, and see 
the baboons just out of range on the 
rocky sky line a few hundred yards 
aw ay—now springing on ail fours like 
a large dog, now squatting on 
their 
haunches 
like a 
B ushm an—and 
to 
know that the cunning beasts are just 
w atching till his back is turned that 
they may sei7.e their opportunity to 
swoop down and raid his flocks. 
Their 
predatory methods, too, are revolting- 
ly cruel and "baboon handled” stock 
can alw ays be recognized at a glance. 
They w ill attack cattle, tearing the ud­ 
ders away with their long, powerful 
hands, and sheep and goats are often 
found by the herdsman 
with 
their 
hindquarters stripped of the flesh right 
to the bone and left to die in slow tor­ 
ture. 
Moreover, the baboon is no respecter 
of persons, and the 
costly 
imported 
“longw ool” or the 
priceless 
Angora 
may fall a victim no less than the com ­ 
mon Cape "ham el” or “eapater,” which 
would only fetch a half sovereign or so 
at the market in Cradock or GraafT- 
Reinet. 
These facts are mentioned to show 
that the farmer has little cause to love 
baboons and that it is to the interest of 
: those who suffer from the raids of these 
m erciless freebooters to 
combine 
In 
force, so as to kill off as many of the 
common enemy at each coup de main 
as possible.

“ I don't know why an actor should 
think It necessary to dress in such a 
manner as to proclaim his profession 
to all who pass him on the stre*et. We* 
often hear ‘He looks like an acajr,' but 
rarely ‘He looks like an electrician.’ 
or ‘He looks like a banker.’ 
Now, it 
seems to me that, first and foremost, 
a man ought to try to look like a gen­ 
tleman. 
His business should not be 
stamped upon his face. 
There is no 
reason why an actor or an artist should 
be a walking advertisement of his pro­ 
fession. 
Artists do not think a velvet 
coat and long hair necessary to pro­ 
duce a canvas of merit, 
nor 
should 
enormous plaids and flashy jewels be 
part of the stock in trade of the rising 
young actor. 
“An actor should endeavor as much 
as possible to avoid things pertaining 
to the theater when his work is over, 
just as the banker turns from his busi­ 
ness as he leaves his office. 
He should 
mix as much as possible with people 
of other professions and with men of 
business and society. 
In this way lie 
broadens his life, gets an idea of more 
than one phase of it and tak»s the rest 
from his work that he cannot get if 
surounded by others of his own pro­ 
fession. 
How c m a man play a part 
in life of which he knows nothing0 
To put on a wig and speak the* lines of 
the author is not sufficient. 
The Rialto 
has been the ruin of many a prominent 
actor. 
Let him go out into the side* 
streets of the city or anywhere that he 
can study life 
rather than mix con­ 
stantly with those that can tell him 
only what he already knows. 
"Many of our most successful paint 
ers are men who chose for their in­ 
timate friends writers, musicians and 
actors in preference to men who, like 
themselves, earn their living by Hie*ir 
brush. 
They realize that by so doing 
they come in contact with people* whose 
interests in life are different and who 
are often of the greatest possible as­ 
sistance to them. 
An actor i r a writer 
may suggest to a painter an idea out 
of which grows the picture that will 
make his reputation. 
“All this is. 
of course, simply my 
opinion, 
and, like other individual 
opinions, 
may be entirely wrong; but 
it is an opinion that is shared by many 
prominent 
rctors, 
both 
here 
and 
abroad. 
The life of the English actor 
is in many cases a great improvement 
on ours. 
Many of the be*st profe*ssion- 
als in London, an hour after the* falling 
of the curtain, are miles away in the 
country. During the day 
they 
are* 
gentlemen farmers, and spend their 
time surrounded by their horses and 
dogs, only taking the train to the city 
at the latest possible* minute, just as

W ill Build a Bridge. 


A special m eeting of the commis­ 
sioners was held on Tuesday m orning 
to consider the question of construct­ 
ing practically a new bridge across 
the Mississippi. 
I t was finally d e c id ­ 
ed to build au iron bridge and the 
auditor was instructed to advertise 
for bids. 
T he bridge is to be con­ 
structed wholly of iron and steel, aud 
is to consist of throe spans of 125 feet 
each. 
T he foundation will be of the 
tubular steel variety and concrete, 
T he deck must be at least 6 feet hig h­ 
er than the present bridge and of 3 
inch oak plank. 
T here will be a side­ 
walk 8 feet wide and a driveway of 24 
feet. 
The iron in the old bridge will 
be used, this action being necessary 
to mako the improvements be classed 
as repairs, the commissioners not hav­ 
ing the power to build au entirely new 
bridge w ithout subm itting the qu es­ 
tion to the people. T he old approaches 
will also be used. T he hill on the west 
bank will be graded down, so as to 
make a level approach to thestructuro. 
T he cost is estim ated to be about $ 10,- 
080, and will be met by the issue of 
certificates of indebtness.

I nder the Act of the Legislature of Minnesota for the preservation of 


forests and for the prevention aud suppression of forest and prairie fires, 


approved Aj^ril 18th, 1895, 


The following are liable to a penalty not exceeding $100 or imprison­ 


ment not exceeding three months: 


Any person refusing, without, cause, to assist fire wardens in extinguishing 
forest or prairie fires. 


Any fire warden who neglects to perform his du.ies. 


Any person who willfully, negligently or carelessly sets on fire, or causes 


to be set on fire, any woods, prairies or other combustible m aterial 
thereby causing injury to another. 


Any person who shall kindle a lire, on or dangorously near to forest or 
prairie land and leave it unquenched, or who shall be a party thereto. 


Any person who shall use other than incombustible firewads for firearms 
or carry a naked torch, firebrand or other exposed 
light in or 
dangerously near to forest land. 


Any person who shall willfully or heedlessly deface, destroy or rem ove 
this or any other warning placard p o sted under the requirem ents of 
the above m entioned Act. 


Any railroad company willfully neglecting to provide efficient spark 
arresters on its engines; 
or to keep its right of way to the width of 
PM> feet cleared of combustible m aterial; or which shall fail to comply 
with other provisions of Section 12, of the above mentioned Act. 


The following are liable to a penalty of not less than #5 nor mor§ 


than $30. 


Any railroad employe who willfully violates the provisions of Section 12, of 
the above m entioned Act. 


Any owner of threshing or other portable steam engine who neglects to 
have efficient spark arresters, or who shall deposit live coals or hot 
ashes w itthout extinguishing the same. 


The following are liable to a penalty not exceeding $500 or imprison­ 


ment in the state prison not over ten years, or both: 


Any p.-r-on v;Lo m diciously sets or causes to be set on fire any woods, 


prairie or other combustible material whereby the property of ano?h< r 
is destroved and life is sacrificed.
